The Accounts given by the French of the late 
Actions between the Grand Prior of France and the 
Imperial Coilonel Patte, and between the Imperial Ge- 
neral Officer Count Serini and the Count de Lautrec, 
have been incerted in fome of our former. And the 
laft Mail from Holland having brought over the Re- — 
lation of thofe Actions on the Part of the Imperialifts, 
we do now (in Purfuance of our Method of giving 
what is tranfmitted on both fides,) incert it as follows. 

From the Camp at Gavardo in the Breffan, Feb. 6. 
Count Leiningen having receiv'd Intelligence by di- 
vers Spies, as well as by intercepted Letters, that the 
Grand Prior of France was drawing together his 
Troops, to fall-upon the Detachment of Collonel Patte 
then encamp’d near San Vilio in the Territory of Ve- 
rona, made all the Difpofitions neceffary to move on 
the 2d of this Month, as had been concerted, with 
2000 Foot and 600 Horfe, to affift the faid Collonel. 
Accordingly this Number of Men being made up of 
theTroops that were at Salo and of part of thofe that 
were with Major Gen. the Count de Serini, march’d 
under the Command of Collonel Baron Zumjurgen, 
with 4 Field-Pieces, and 2 Falcons, taken out of Salo; 
which 2 Falcons by reafon of the Steepnefs of the Hills 
near Salo and of a deep Snow that had fallen, could 
not poflibly be drawn up thofe Hills tho’ 100 Men 
were fet to draw one of them, and th@efore were fent 
back agen. Baron Zumjungen advanc’d to Palpon- 
azzo, and Arrenzaga; where out foremoft Men fell 
upon a Party of the Enemy’s Huffars, who immediatt- 
ly fled. The Horfe commanded by the Count de 
Rocavione march’d through Dezenzano, and Calci- 
nato to. Trugolo, where they were oblig’d to halt 2 
Days and Nights, finding the ways fo unpaffable thar 
it was impoffible to purfue their march ; they were 
to have advanc'd near enough to Collonel Parte to- 
have given him a Signal by 2 Cannon-ftiot, to move 
at the fame time with them and enclofe the Enemy 
between them ; But the bad Weather increafing and 
Snow falling ia fo great abundance that the like has 
not been known in thefe parts many years, the Horfes 
being up to the Belly in it,they mifcarried in their de- 
fign; and were forc’d to let the Enemy take their ad- 
vantage, who falling with their whole Force upon 
Collonel Patte, inthe firft Charge put to flight the 
Heydukes that were pofted in the Van and command- 
ed by the Baron of Eltz, Major of the Regiment of 
Cuiraffiers of Martini,who repuls’d them 3 times with 
the few German Horfe he had, killing 3 of their Col- 
lonels: But in the End, by Reafon of the great Supe- 
riority of the Enemy’s Number, he was oblig’d to far- 
render himfelf Prifoner of War ; after he had {een his 
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Priforers, fone ew only efcaping by Flight. Here 
upon the Enemy immedjately put Garrifons into La- 
cifa and other {mall adjacénePlaces, making’Rivolt 
their Head-Quarters ;and Collonel Pate pofted him- 
felf at Rivolta on the Borders of Tirol. ot 
The French General Medavi having receiv'd Ad- 
vice that Count Sereni had fent'to Count Leiningen 
.a ftrong Detachment of Horfe and of the beft of his 
Foot, march’d with the Count de Lautrec and ali the 
French and Spanith Horfe he commanded towards 


- Torbole near Brefcia, not only to make a Diverfion,

Zountry about Brefcia. Hereupon Count Sereni well

On the qth of Pebriary Count Sereni 
with 300 Horfe, 600 Fufiliers, and 3 {mall Field- 
pieces, march’d with Secrecy aid Expedition from 
his Quarter at Boes not far from Breicia, tho’ the 
Weather was extremely bad ‘did the ways hardly 
paffable, defigning to attack General Medavi in his 
Poft at Torbole, or wherever he fhould find him. He 
advane’d to a certain High Way within 2 {mall Miles 
of the faid French General; ‘when the Counr de 
Lautrec whom General Medavi had detach’d towards 
Brefcia with 500 Horfe,finding Count Sereni was got 
between him and that General with Defign to fall 
upon him, attack’d the Imperialifts with great Fary 
thinking to open himfelf a Way through them, and 
rejoyn the faid General; ‘but inftead of fucceeding 
he was intirely defeated. While this was doing Ge- 
neral Medavi was contriving to attack Count Sefeni 
in Flank, but the latter marching with his Infantry 
and Cannon directly to Torbole,the French fled with 
great Precipitation towards the Oglio. In this Action 
a confiderable Booty was taken, and Géneral Lau- 
trec, 2 Man greatly eftcem’d by the French, was dan- 
and taken Prifoner; a Spanifh Cap- 
tain, 2 French Lieurenants, aud 8° French Soldiers, 
were alfo taken Prifoners ; and above 1460 Mén of 
the Spanith Troops were kil’d ‘or taken Prifoners. 
General Medavi arriv'd the day at Palazzuolo, 
with a gteat Number of his Men wounded. Count 
Serenii had only 23 Men kill’d,and about 30 wounded, 
among thetn a Lieatenant and an Enfign. By this
